Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's argument is not persuasive. 

Specifically, applicant argues that Evans does not teach "initiating and performing" as recited in applicant's claims. However, as 
discussed in the previous office action, and repeated herein, Evans clearly teaches device 211 couples USB function 215 to the other 
components in the system, and ultimately, to the host controller 205 via USB hub 209. Thus, it is the device 21 1 which is adapted to 
"initiate and perform" the transaction of USB function 215/217 to be coupled to host controller 205, since it is device which directly 
couples USB function 215 to the rest of the system (e.g., see col. 3, lines 35-45). If applicant believes applicant's invention differs from 
the teachings of Evans, applicant is encouraged to amend applicant's claims to clearly recite one or more distinguishing features. For 
example, instead of relying upon the very broad language of "initiate and perform" as presently recited in applicant's claims 42-44 which 
is anticipated by Evans, applicant is encouraged to recite one or more elements of applicant's invention which may differ from the 
particular teachings of Evans. 
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
